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Isleta  is  the  largest  of  the  Rio  Grande  pueb  • 
los,  numbering  over  one  thousand  inhabitants. 
It  is  pleasantly  located  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
Rio  Grande,  about  thirteen  miles  south  of  Al- 
buquerque. The  houses  and  streets  of  the  vil- 
lage are  virell-kept  and  clean;  the  houses  are  a 
single  story  high,  and  as  a  consequence  the 
pueblo  covers  a  large  area. 
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
